Another faction which has ead. a 
union against us is composed of those who 
are opposed to the American Sabbath.

But an effort has been made to 
secure a civil Sabbath—that is,a day in 
which ordinary traffic and labor should be 
‘suspended, and, no_ noisy and barbarous 
amusements allowed to disturb the religious 
services and occupations of those who do 
keep a holy day. An effort has been made 
to secure such a day as would befit a Christ- 
ian nation. It has been shown over and 
over that such a day is laden with physical, 
intellectual, moral, domestic, civil health.

— It will leave 
‘them: It‘ will’ cast its ‘vote solid against | 
then... But patriotic citizens are likely to |: 
‘try to do something against intemperance. 
A‘ father, a brother, a son, who loves his 
‘country, must try to use his influence against | 
‘this traffic. He cannot look on and see the 
deadly business increase, without endeavor- 
ing at least to restrict its limits. It is by 
‘some supposed, that the venders of ‘spirits 
are only opposed to extreme measures. The 
experiment with ‘them has been pretty ef- 
“fectually tried 'in'New York City, of late. 
The excise law in that city does not prohib- 
it the sale, it only assumes to regulate and 
“moderate it. But regulation and modera- 
“tion to any degree are not agreeable to them. 
“They set themselves to oppose it:' The 
great Union population of the country is 
depleted by the ‘continual defection of those 
“engaged in this business. We should ex- 
pect such defection. For to apply high j pa- 
triotic and moral ideas to. political life, re- | 
quires a man to keep a high tone of con- 
science and a clear intuition of what is right.
